Resumes Business 
With Future Dull 


(B y A u oc U tid F r i l l ) 
CINCINNATI, 
Ju ly 10—Not be­ 
cau se there's any fu tu re in it, bu t 
becau se present demand ou tweights 
the labor problem, 
the 
American 
Wagon and Tru ck Co. 
is 
getting 
back into the wagon bu siness after 
25 years. 
This firm, once one of the largest 
distribu tors of wagons and drays in 
the cou ntry, had. arou nd 19 17, some 
200 different wagons 
on 
its 
five 
floors in downtown Cincinnati. No 
two were alik e, said Fred Michaels, 
foreman, who now wonders where 
he can find a man to teach the art 
of bu ilding them. 
With the decline of the horse, the 
company 
went 
into » tru ck 
body 
bu ilding and repair and so contin­ 
u ed u ntil recently. Then one of the 
large Cincinnati dairies ask ed if its 
old retired milk wagons cou ld be 
reconditioned, and a cou p!e of brew­ 
eries 
fou nd 
that 
their 
gasoline 
cou pons cou ldn't k eep u p with their 
deliveries. 
Michaels is work ing on one of the 
milk wagon orders and also recon­ 
ditioning some old grocery wagons 
for the breweries One of the latter 
he fou nd in Lou isville. 
150 
miles 
from here. 
Michaels look s at the wagon bu si­ 
ness realistically. 
"It’ll never come back .” he said, 
"even thou gh a lot of people, lik e 
the milk companies and breweries, 
wou ld find it 
cheaper 
for 
their 
short, door-to-door hau ls, than gas­ 
oline. 
“It’ll be good bu siness for as long 
as the gasoline and tire pinch con­ 
tinu es, bu t even the horse and 
wagon give the hau ler a manpower 
problem. 
“Lots of good 
mechanics 
and 
tru ck drivers cou ldn’t handle a team 
and wagon on city streets. They ju st 
don’t k now enou gh 
abou t 
horses. 
They can mak e a tru ck do anything, 
bu t a horse is different.” 
Michaels said that while wagon 
bu ilding is sk i led labor, he cou ld 
tak e a green man and tell him how 
and in reasonable time mak e him 
u sefu l in the shop. There are a few 
other old wagon men abou t town 
to he'p ou t as instru ctors, he said, 
and materials are plentifu l.

The flames leap many feet high 
over the water, halw way up the 
diving tower. The class stands on 
the stone edge of the pool with 
fire burning their toes.
